Committal of Hie "Dirty Birds" 
for Tt-iui. 

A Peaceful Solution of the 
Hoiimelian Trouble. 



ENGLAND. 
London. Sopt. 2ti. — Robiicc.i Jnrrett, of 
tho Salvation Army, Thomas VV. Steud, 
editor of the Pall MhII Gazette, Sampson 
Jacques, one of the staff of that paper, 
Mrs. Coombeand Braniwell Booth, of tho 
Salvation Army, and Louiso Mowry, de- 
fendants id the abduction cast) of Eliza 
Armstrong, were committed for trial to- 
day. Mr. Russel, counsel for Mrs. Jar- 
rott, reserves his line of defence! Dur- 
ing the proceedings Mr. Stead, acting as 
his own counsel, road a document con- 
taing his lino of defenee. He claimed 
that the end ho had in vi»,w in carrying 
out his scheme justified tho means ho had 
resorted to. Ho admitted that ha might 
have been misled by tho Btatemonta of 
Mrs. Jarrett, who, if alio procured the 
girl Eliza Armstrong by false pretences, 
as testified Mrs. Armstrong, had obtained 
money for him fraudulently. The magis- 
trate frequently protested against portions 
of the ducument, stating that tho matter 
was irrelevant. Tho magistrate summed 
up the CH3B strongly against defendants, 
and said that nothing could justify their 
doings nor the publication of the nause- 
ous articles in the Pail Mall Gazette. He 
acquitted Braniwell Booth and Mrs. 
Ooombe of indecent assault, but commit- 
• ted them as well iw the rest of tho pris- 
oners on other charges. 

ROUMELIA. 
St. Petehshurg, Sopt. 20. — Tho Jour- 
nal de St. Petersburg says the powers 
have under consideration a plan for united 
aotion looking to the settlement of the 
Eoumelian difficulty which, it is believed, 
will insure a peaceful solution of the 
question. 

AUSTRIA. 
Vienna, Sept. 20. — The omporor's 
spoech was read at tho opening of tho 
roichatratli to-day. His imperial majosty 
says tho bill creating the Landstrum will 
bring Austria to a level with other coun- 
tries; that the foreign relations of Austria 
aro good, and that there is full concord 
among thu powers to maintain tho peace 
of Europe, a necessity which is universal- 
ly felt. 

ITALY. 

Rome, Sopt. 20. — King Humbert, ac- 
companied by tho minister of war and 
minister of justice, proceeded to Palermo 
to-day on a tour of inspection of tho 
cholera infected districts. 

EASTERN STATES. 
Wheeling, W. Va., Sept. 20 —This 
morning at 2:30 a serious riot occurred at 
Laughlin's mill, abovo Martin's Forry, 
Ohio, in which at least two hundred shots 
woro. exchanged. . The riot was precipi- 
tated by an attack upon tho workmen in 
the mill by a number of armed men. Tho 
workmen had sentinels on guard or iho 
result might have been more disastrous. 
From thirty to fifty men, armed with shot- 
guns and rovolvors, came up ihe railroad 
track from the direction of Martin's 
Ferry, and approached to within thirty 
paces of tho mill, when tho guards called 
out to thorn to halt. Tho men still ad- 
vanced and in a second or two tho com- 
mand to halt was repeated without effect; 
n third timo the mill guards called out 
halt, when the attacking party began fir- 
ing, when thu men in the mill returned 
the lire, and brisk was the firing kept up 
for twenty or thirty minutes. Tho at- 
tacking party then censed Bring, and al- 
most immediately retreated, going towards 
the river. An examination of the force 
in tho mill showed that of tho several 
shots only two are seriously hurt. Win. 
Duff, tho watchman, had sixty, two shots 
from a shotgun in his body, and Millard 
Bailloy, shot through the thigh with a 
rifle ball. As far ua can be learned four 
or five of tho attacking party were hurt, 
one of them seriously. Tho riot was oc- 
casioned by tho introduction of non-union 
men in Laughlin's nail mill, Tho non- 
union men had been boarding and sleep- 
ing in the mill, 



THE FERN BALE TRAGEDY. 

Further Particulars--Guildy, 
the murderer, Killed. 

J. D. Wheeler, of Ferndale, this 
afternoon brought additional particu- 
lars of tho murder of A. 0. Maytield 
on Monday evening. It is thought that 
Guildy did not intend, to kill old man 
Maytield, but sought only the life of 
the son, with whom Guildy had person- 
al difficulty growing out of tho elec- 
tion last fall. Young Maytield had 
Guildy arrested as a dangerous charac- 
ter and the latter was placed under 
bonds to keep the peace. Guildy sold 
his ranche lust February for $1,100 and 
left for parts unknown. On last Mon- 
day a week ago he was seen at Senii- 
ahtnoo. His presonco at Ferndale was 
not discovered until ho was seen en- 
I gaged in shooting tho May fields. A 
daughter of the dead man, about 18 
years old, was taking down washing 
in the yard adjoining tho house when 
Guildy shot her father, just as he was 
going up the stairs on tho outside of 
the house, leading to tho second story. 
Sho did not see the shooting. Guildy 
then approached her and asked her 
where her brother was. The latter was 
coming around the house and she, 
[jointing to him, said: "There he 
comes." Guildy raised his Winchester 
and tired at him, shooting him through 
the left lung. The plucky girl at once 
jiieked up an axe lying near and pur- 
sued the murderer. As she followed 
him sho stumbled over tho body of her 
father. She stopped to feel if life still 
remained, and when sho found that he 
was pulseless and cold, she swooned, 
falling on his body. Guildy fled to Ox- 
ford, two miles distant, where he burn- 
ed a barn belonging to the Mayfiolds. 
Thence it is supposed he fled to a cabin 
some three miles from Ferndale. The 
sheriff and a posse of fourteen men 
Btarted in pursuit. The county commis- 
sioners of Whatcom promptly offered 
§500 reward for the delivery of Guil- 
dy 's body. 

THE MUKDEItER KILLED. 

Will Jenkins, of the Reveille sends 
us this morning the information that 
John Guildy was shot and killed this 
afternoon in the woods two miles from 
Ferndale. He was surprised by men 
who were iti search of him. Guildy fired 
two shots before he was killed. Every- 
body feels grateful. 

THE HATFIELD FAMILY. 

A. C. Maytield, who was killed, ; 
leaves a wife, two daughters and two 
sons. One of the sone, Dr. R. N. May- 
field, is a prominent physician of Boul- 
der, Colorado. Tho other son, who was 
shot by Guildy, is about twenty-two 
years old. However serious his wound 
is, it is likely be will pull through if 
blood poisoning does not sot in. The 
wife of James Braden, receiver of the 
landofficti at Walla Walla, is a sister of 
Mrs. Mayfield, Mr. and Mrs. Braden 
aro now in Seattle on their way to 
Kernd ale.

Eastern Canada Itlall. 

(Per Northern Pacific Railway.) 

TORONTO, Sept. 21. — General Man- 
ager Hickson, of the Grand Trunk 
Railway, states that he cannot see how 
tho railway company can be held re- 
sponsible for tho death of Barnum'B 
elephant, Jumbo, which was killed by 
a freight train at St. Thomas, on Tues- 
day night. The official report sent to 
him shows that circus men had cut 
down the fences, and were driving 
Jumbo across the track when ho was 
killed. Had they taken tho troublo to 
round a short distance by the regular 
crossing, the signal man would havo 
warned them of the approaching train, 
and the accident would have been 
averted. 

Kingston, Sept. 19. —An effigy of 
Riel was hanged last night on Bam- 
field common by volunteers in camp, 
in the presence of thousands of specta- 
tors. There was intense excitement. 
When the rope was adjusted tho sol- 
diers read the death warrant, and yells 
of "Hang him!" came from thousands 
of throats. Then, as the effigy dangled 
in tho air, they cheered themselves 
hoarse. 

MONTREAL, Sopt. 20. — Archdeacon 
Farrar is in town and lectures to- 
night. He has been invited by the 
Bishop and Catholic clergy to visit 
their colleges and convents, and has ac- 
cepted tho invitation. 

A sensation has been oaused in so- 
ciety circljs by the young wife of Char- 
les Wand, son of tho largest contract- 
or here, absconding to the States. Dur- 
ing the summer at Murray Bay she 
compromised herself with a young dude 
named Smith. Sho tried to poison her 
husband by introducing ground glass 
into his food. She is very good looking, 
and before marriage was an operator 
in the teleg-aph office here. Her maid- 
en name is Darrach, her father, now 
deceased, having been a Methodist 
minister. 

The traffic returns of the' Canadian 
Pacific from September 7th to 14th, 
show an increase for the current vear 
of $4-3;000. 

There are some hundred cases of 
smallpox in Sto. Cunegond and several 
in Griffintown. The Grey Nuns in their 
ordinary visitations have discovered 
over fifty cases of burying in the last 
four or five days. A case of smallpox 
lias occurred at St. Lambert, opposite j 
this city.

It is 
thought Thompson fell from the morn- 
ing train and alighting on tho back of 
his head was instantly killed. He was 
President of the Conservative Associa- 
tion of the county of Haldimand for 
! some years. 

Makicdale, Sept. 20. — V 
son's steam saw mills were 
troyed by fire with a quantity of luiu 
her. Loss five thousand dollars. Parti- 
ally insured. 

GoDEBlCH, Sept. IS. — Thos. Wyatt, 
a Grand Trunk railway employe, was 
accidentally killed in tho yard here 
while trying to put the brake chains 
on a brake. He leaves a wife and 
large family. 

Norwich, Si'pt. 18. — Thos. Fleming, 
the pioneer brakeman on the Port 
Dover railway, was killed whilo coupl- 
ing cars bore to day. He had been 
married only three weeks. 

Ottawa, Sept. 20. — Last evening a 
party of lads went to' the cemetery, 
situated on the outskirts of the city, 
and removed a coffin containing tho 
skeleton of a man, which they broke up 
and disposed of to a junk dealer for 
old bones. They have not yet been 
identified, but circumstances point to 
them as being members of some of the 
most respectable families in the city.

It will linrdly bo uiumed even by tho 
best af U8 in theue days of .scientific ad- 
vancement that we have reached aa moral 
and roligioua beings the limit of our cap- 
ability, the summit of our progress. In 
this as in overy other nga men and women 
are raised up amongst us who exert a 
more potent influence than others upon 
human woal, or they come to ua as 
ambassadors of blessing and of poaco. 
We esteutl, theroforo, the hand of wel- 
come heartily and unitedly to one whoso 
name is a benediction in other lands, and 
whose purpose hero, as elsewhere, is, by 
the proper use nf appointed moans, to 
benefit and better mankind. It is im- 
possible for any but an all-informed or 
prejudicial mind not to recognize in the 
character and effects of Mrs. Hampton's 
labors everywhere tho clearest evidences 
of an authorized and inspired mission. 
Those of us who havo had the pleasuro of 
making her acquaintance havo felt that 
wo needod not to read tho warm words of 
gratitude she has received from multitudes 
\tho have been thrilled, by her message, 
nor tho glowim? tribute paid by tho press 
cf threat cities to heaven-bom gifta and 
consecrated worth, to be convinced of her 
superior claim to our appreciation and 
esteem as a measangor of good news, com- 
missioned liko one of old by her risen Lord. 
For the following brief sketch of her 
lifo we aro indebted to one of the Aus- 
tralian papers : 

Mra, Hampson began hor remarkable 
religious career at tho early age of twelve 
in a Church of England Sunday school in 
Lancashire. She then engaged in cottage 
meetings for women only, but very soon 
tho sturdy laborer was found listening at 
tho door and begging for admittance. 
[The earnestness of her piety and sweet- 
ness of her voice greatly increased the 
ollocts of hor addresses and ministrations 
at the bedside of tho sick and dying. 
Hor public life as an evangelist must bo 
dated from tho time when at seventeen 
yours of ago. She preaohod in a church 
at Preston. Liverpool became the centre 
of hor efforts for nearly twenty years. 
During thin time she found a partner in 
Mr. Hampson, one who was not only 
wedded to her in poraon, but in sympathy 
• and desire for the good of others. 

They maintained meetings in their 
Bethel, situated in the lowest part of 
Liverpool, and the most revolting scones 
of human misery, subjecting themselves 
to disease andviolonco, Mrs. Hampson on 
one occasion being struck on the head by 
a stoiio. 

About a year ago Mr. Hampson died, 
and out of a largo family one son alone 
romains, also engaged with his wifo in ro- 
ligious work in New Zealand, whom Mrs. 
Hampson, seeking a little respito from 
labor to rest, visited in 1881. 

Pressing invitations, however, poured 
in from all quarters, soiro of which wero 
repeated after they had once been acceded 
to; in Sydney, Adelaide, Melbourne and 
Tasmania Borvices were held, attonded by 
tons of thousands and with results that 
wore phenomenal. The descriptions the 
papers give of these meetings would be 
deemed extravagant if they did not ^im- 
ply stato the truth, Numbers of extracts 
might be given relating to Mrs. Hainp- 
Bon's work on this as well as on the other 
side of the Pacific, but two will perhaps 
suffice : 

"At the exhibition building on Sunday 
night there could not have been short of 
15,000 or 20,000 expectant eyes iixod 
upon tho lady whoso name has already be- 
come famous in Australia, hundrods of 
people failing to gain admission. It is 
impossible not to listen when Mrs. Samp- 
son speaks. For over an hour and a half 
she literally Bweeps along in a wave of 
fervid religious appeal against which skep- 
ticism cannot hold out and to which hu- 
manity responds." — Sydney Y. M. C. A. 
Monthly Notes. 

"This remurkablo woman who for two 
weeks has boon talking to immense audi- 
ences has aroused a wide-spread and un- 
rivalled interest in tho gospel by hor lov- 
ing words, her striking pictures and her 
devoted life. Probably no one waB ever 
listened to for so many weeks with so 
littlo adverse criticism, while no such 
audiences were ever before gathered for 
any purpoie in this city. " — Seattle Post, 
Sept. ii, 1S85,

PETItOPAULSii.1. 

The Trutli About the Attack on 
its Fortifications. 

Mayne Islajid, Sept. 26. 

To the Editor:— Permit me, through 
your columns, to contradict tho statement 
of the Russiun gontlenian in your issue of 
Friday, 20th. I boing present with the 
British and French fleets during the act- 
ion on Petropaulski in 1854. The admiral 
was shot during the first engagement and 
was buried across tho bay on tho following 
day, when I joined the president as guide. 
With the English and French contingents 
(800 strong) I landed. We engaged tho 
enemy at the back part of tho town, while 
tho allied fleets silenced the batteries. We 
drove tho enemy back into tho town, cap- 
tured the powder magazines. On nearing 
the Ilussian barracks, Capt. Parker was 
shot at my side. His last words were, 
'•'Advance ! advance 1" I then went back 
to Capt. Nicholson for reinforcements. 
Tho roserve, about 400 strong, was then 
ordored up. We charged tho onemy and 
drove them up tho hill. The French 
admiral, on tho Fort, a (>0-gun frigate, 
at this time,. vn>u suffering under a hoavy 
cross fire from two batteries. He signall- 
ed to H. M. ship (I forget hor name) who 
most gallantly rescued her from a most 
dangerous position. A general retroat 
was then ordered. We went on board 
and on the aox.t day we mado for aoa. 
Just outsid j the harbor wo captured a 
valuable prize which we took safely into 
Eaquimalt. After that we seized another 
vbbboI, a Russian cutter, which we dis- 
mantled and burnt. Wo then Bailed for 
Esquimalt, and the Fronch to Otaheti. 
Tho vosseU wore nof'battered and torn," 
and it was in September, not in" August," 
whon we arrived. Yours, etc.,

CHINESE COMPETITION. 

The Toronto Mail in the oracular style 
peculiar to some newspapers whenever 
they undertake to disouss matters concern- 
ing which their knowledge is limited, 
sneers at tho anti-Chinose agitation in 
this province, basing its sneers on the 
labor procession which came off in this 
city two or three weeks ago. Tho best 
friends of tho wotkingmen admit that that 
demonstration was a blunder, and it was 
distinctly atatod at tho time that no promi- 
nent or representative workinginen took 
part in it." Tho affair was gotten up by 
irresponsible persons, while the working- 
men's associations hold aloof, preferring to 

' attain their ends by other and more effec- 
tive means. Tho Mail says: "Thoro is 
not a respectable laborer on the Pacific 
toast who fears Chineao competition." 

■ "We Buppose that by tho word "respect- 
able" the Mail moans mon who are always 
willing to work, who are sober and indus- 
trious and pay their debts. Wo can 
assure pur Toronto contemporary that 
ho has been misinformed. No "respeot- 
able" workingman can compote in the 
labor market with a Chinaman. There 
are Chinose omployed as laborers noar 

'Victoria at 88— cents a day leas than is 
paid for unskilled white labor in tho city 
of Toronto. Will the Mail continue to 
maintain that "respectable" working- 

. men can livo, let alone compete, 
in tho Pacific proviheo on such a low 
wage as that? It is tho "respectable" 
workingman who feels tho pinch of Chi- 
nese competition. Your loose tiah, here- 
to-day and-away-to-marrow fellows, who 
consumer all tho whiskey within their 
reach, who contraot debts they never 

. mean to pay and who never work bo long 
as they can beg or steal food and rai- 
ment, raise no objection to tho presance 
of Chinese. There is no competition be- 
tween tho drunken white loafor and the 
thrifty Chinaman in tho labor market. It 
is the "respectablo" white man who is 
competed with to death by tho Chineso. 
It ia the very class that the Mail sayB do 
not. object that really do object to the 

. competition of tho Chineso. 



THE COLONIAL EXHIBITION. 



'" Tho great Colonial exhibition will opon 
in London, England, in May, 1880. This 
. exhibition will afford an excellent oppor- 
tunity for a pomplo.te display of our nat- 
ural resources, manufactured goods, and 
tho products of industrial and fine arts. 
All parties and classes of our people 
should combine to assist the project in 
every way in their power, nor should we 
exhibit only thoso articles which we ex- 
pect to sell in England. It should bo re- 
membered that people from all parts of 
the world will visit the exhibition, and 
markets may bo opened up in most unex- 
pected quarters. Then, again, persona 
who may decide to settle in the province 
will prefer to buy agricultural implements, 
fete, here, rather than carry such articles 
across the ocean — if they know that these 
; things can bo obtained in Canada. The 
St. John Telegraph says that Europoans 
in general havo little idea of our import- 
ance aa a manufacturing country, and 
the oxtent of our fisheries and mineral 
and forest resources is far greater than 
they imagine. Tho number and import- 
ance of our agricultural and horticultural 
' products would surprise the average Eng- 
lishman who has not visited our shores. 
Our somewhat similar climate and favored 
position on the Pacific seaboard miy draw 
'to our shores a largo number of British 
farmers of the better class should the 
real condition of our province be made 
known to the peoplo of Great Britain. 
We Bhall be glad to find tho people of the 
dominion uniting in ono grand effort to 
.convince "Dame Europa" that her child 
Canada has reached manhood and is pro- 
vided with all tho essentials of a civilized 
nation. 

'.' 8EBASTOPOL. 

.... , Sebastopol ia to become once more the 
arsenal of Pvuesia upon the Black Sea ; so 
the last shrod of the tre.rty which was 

• - wrung from Pus3ia by the capture of that 
place has been pitched to the wind. It now 
makes little matter what forts Russia 
holds on tho north shore of the Black Sea, 
while she holds, and, of course, fortifies 
Batoum and Ears, tho keys of Armenia. 
Tho bear's hido id thick enough already 
and nobody wants to pierce it. Every 
fort on the Black Sea which Russia builds 
or keeps up ic a more serious menace to 
Ruiaia than to any other power, aa it is 
Russia that haa to pay for them, and, aa 
thoy -are all inside of narrow-necked 
bottles, the rest of the world ia hardly 
threatened by them. 

TAXES ON TINS AND CASES. 

The government of the United States 
invented the lobster tin etiBtom duty, by 
means of which ihey managed indirectly 
to tax tho Canadian fish, which by treaty 
they were obliged to admit free of duty, 
and ever fainco tho American consuls havo 
been protesting at other powers using the 
same moans to tax American products. 
Turkey, as an instance, did not incroaao 
the duty on refined petroleum, alio only 
taxed tho caso3 and instituted stowage 
regulations, which resemble vory much 
those enforced in New York for a while 
with regard to inward-bound ocean pas- 
sengers. As a consequence, tho American 
minister at Constantinople has beon in 
hot water trying to get tho law repoaled 
ever since.

The Maple Buy Show. 

Tho annual agricultural exhibition of 
the Cowichan, Salt Spring Island and 
Ohem&inua society at Maple Bay ha3 al- 
ways attracted a number from the sur- 
rounding towns, and tho one hold yester- 
day was no exception to tho rule, a large 
quota being sent from Nanaimo and way 
ports down on the Daisy, and about 100 
going from Victoria, Saanich and Cowich- 
an. The trip on the Amelia was a very 
pleasant ono, the steamer arriving at 
Maple Bay at noon, tho Daisy arriving a 
few minutes later. Between one and two, 
about six hundred people from tho steam- 
ers and surrounding districts had gathered 
within the exhibition grounds, among 
whom wero the Hon.Mr.and Mra.Smitho, 
tho premier ever taking an interest in his 
constituents progress. 

The exhibits this year did not come up 
to thoso of last in number, though the 
quality of all wero exceptionally good. 
This decreaae ia owing to a certain extent 
to tho drought of tho past Beasnn, and al- 
so to the absence of sevoral fumiliar faces 
from the officers, notably that of the lato 
Edward Morriner, who was ono of tho 
active spirits of tho society. 

Tho exhibition hall has beon lengthened 
by about fiftoen feet, giving considerable 
more space. In this wore tho fruits, 
vogetablos, dairy produce, etc. Some 
wonderful sized turnips', cabbages, pota- 
toes and other vegetables wore shown, tho 
principal exhibitors boing Messrs. J . Flott, 
j. Drinkwator, W. Lomas and Lilley. 
There was also a small but excellent show 
of cereals, tho samples of fall and spring 
wheat being of fine quality. Tho display 
of fruit was fair, the most remurkablo 
among which were some very big sized 
autumn apples grown by Mr. Corliold.

CALIFORNIA.

Martin Fuller, who was go horribly 
burned about the faco with vitriol oaat 
upon hitn by May Jackson, was consider- 
ably worse this afternoon. Tho physicians 
nro beginning to lose lmpe now of saving 
his lifo. Sloughing haa set in, and tho 
encroachments of tho doadly aoid upon the 
jugular vein and carotoid artery are ex- 
tremely alarming. 

Santa Ho.sa, Sopt. 2G — Tho town of 
Guerneville, sixteen miles from here, has 
become notorious during the last two or 
three years for its incendiary fires, The 
efforts of the publio authorities, aided by 
tho various insurance companies, to bring 
the guilty parties to juatioo, havo so far 
been unsuccessful. An ante-mortem 
statement and confession is now being 
mado before notary public J. T.Campbell 
of this city by Parmaley L Ethoridgo, for- 
merly of Guerneville. Ethoridge ac- 
knowledges having twico fired tho town, 
and being in the last stages of consump- 
tion ho desires to roliove his mind and 
givo to t ho public what he has long with- 
hold. Briefly stated, the following is tho 
story told to an Examiner representative 
by the unfortunate man: ''I am a native 
of Michigan nnd was in the Union army, I 
was hired by Herman Haas in 1883, to set 
his store on lire. I was to recoivo $500, 
;',nd if the full amount of insurance was re- 
covered I was to get $1000 more. Haas 
and ScIiIosb wore interested in a store to- 
gether. Uaaa was previously arrested for 
attempt at araon but waa acquitted. Tho 
first tiro destroyed nearly tho whole of the 
business portion of the town. Haas hired 
me it second time to set tiro to tho build- 
ings. Ho promised to give me tho balance 
ooming to mo when he collected on thisfire. 
I only received $200, and loft for the 
oaat." The man is intelligent, and talked 
freely with the correspondent. About 
throo months ago the dwelling houae of 
Haas was burned. No insurance was 
paid, and shortly aftorwards Haaa de- 
camped and his whereabouts aro yot un- 
known. Ethridgo returned from the east 
two months ago, and as Boon as he went 
to Guerneville Haas left. The affair is 
caUsing much oxcitement. 

EASTERN STATES. 

Sandy Book, Sopt. 20. — Tho committee 
boat Lukenbaoh started the yachta in tho 
race for tho Capo May cup oil the point of 
Sandy Hook this afternoon. At3:50 the 
preparatory signal was given. Tho Gen- 
esta and Dauntless were tho only contest- 
ants. Thoy stood off and under plain 
sails and gaff topsails, ready for tho order 
to start, which waa given at 4 o'clock. 
Thirty seconds later the Genosta had 
crossed tho line, followed in threo minutes 
by tho Dauntless. Tho wind was blowing 
from the south at tho rate of 15 miles an 
hour, woathor fair and sea light. 

Nkw York, Sept. 20.— A dispatch from 
London says August Belmont's mission 
to that city for tho purpose of oelling 
Northern Pacific second mortage bonds 
has been successful.

Bridgeport, Conn., Sopt. 26. — On the 
petition of soveral of tho principal ttock- 
holdera of the Howe Sewing Machine 
Co. Judge Andrews, of the superior court, 
to-day appointed E. Purmalee receiver 
theroof.

MEXICO.

NEW MEXICO.

— There ia much 
oxcitement at Frankfort and Bagdad, 
Ky., and there will probably bo lynching 
before morning. Soveral atlachees of 
Dooloy's circus wero arroatod here and 
taken to Frankfort to-duy, charged with 
highway robbery. A. L. Sohotiold, A. 
Milos, J. B. Weber and J. B. Turner, 
four young men of Bagdad, boarded a 
circus train to go to Frankfort to see the 
show. They had severally paid their fair 
when a number of pistols wore levelled at 
thoir faces. Tho four wore niado to sur- 
render all thoir valuables, jewelry, otc. , 
and a small amount of money. The rob- 
bers then made thorn jump from the train 
which was running at a high rutu. All 
were injured by the jump. Schofiold aud 
Weber had their limbs broken and tho 
latter will not bo able to walk again. 
Miles had a log broken and Turner os- 
capod with painful bruises. Tho mon ar- 
rested aro Richard White, Wm. Carroll, 
Paul McQuado, Geo. Muller, Jno. Bond 
and Jno. Martin. It is stated on the 
stroet hero that all aix of the men have 
boon hanged, but the rumor ia not yot 
confirmed.

It is evidently the case at 
Semilkameen aa elsewhero that the few 
are fortunate in big strikes, the many Btill 
working on or retiring for an eaaiet job. 

Mr. A. Lindsay, in charge of tho tele- 
graph lino, was in town Tuesday evening, 
and reports the telegraph stretched to 
four miles eaat of Tho Narrows and the 
track laid to about ton milea east from tho 
crossing of Spalluincheon river. Notwith- 
standing tho hoavy rains at Eagle Pasa 
the railway construction was boing pushed 
forward.

Steamers and Schooners for $1 
Apiece. 

There was a large gathering at the 
rooms of J. P. Davies & Co. yesterday. 
The crowd was principally composed of 
"old salts" and ship builders, with a rep- 
resentative sprinkling of mercantile 
men and idlerB. Precisely at high noon 
Mr. Joshua Davies mounted tho tribune 
and in a few well cut words procooded to 
describo the valuable aquatic property he 
was about to offer, to wit: Four steamers 
and a sailing schooner, and an interest in 
threo other vessels — ono the historic 
Beaver, of H. B. Co. pioneer fame. Tho 
first vessel olfurod was the steam schooner 
Thornton, built in 1861, with a tonnage 
of 30 39 The auctioneer sxplainod that 
tho mortgage, principal and interest, on 
this vessel amounted to §4,513.33 and that 
any bid above that amount would be ac- 
cepted. 

Mr. Joseph Sayward bid §1. The bid - 
ding rosted at this for a few moments 
while tho auctioneer's seduotive voice waa 
hoard exclaiming: 

"Only one dollar for a staunch, well- 
found steam vessel! Why, gen-fic-MB.v, 
rthat aro you thinking about/ Are you 
aaleopV A schooner for one dollar. 
Going, goingl" 

At this instant a stentorian voice from 
tho edge of the crowd near the door 
bawled out, "Two dollar I" All eyes 
were turned in the direction of tho door. 
The owner of tho voice was a stout, able- 
bodied mat), evidoutly a seaman. He 
was smoking ashort clay pipe, and betwewn 
the puffs ho said, 

"When you boo steamboats a sollin' at 
one dollar apiece — and British boats at that 
— it's timo every man as. has the /tjnor of 
tho hold flag at 'eart goes a couple of bob 
bottor and captures the craft. Two dollar 
is my bid, an' hif that ain't enough, ding 
my heyes hif I don't raise it to three dol- 
lar. Thore hain't no backin' down in me, 
and I hain't no privateer neither." 

The auctioneer— Aro you awaro, my 
good sir, what you are bidding? Do you 
know that you make youraolf liable to 
pay $4,513 33 in addition to your bid of 
two dollars/ 

"Thunder! Is that so)" asked the man, 
as he proceeded to grow pale about the 
gills, "I thought it waa only two dollar, 
and I guess I'll draw hunt. Yes, count mo 
hout," ho continued, as he ran from tho 
store into the street, umid the laughter of 
oil present. 

The vessel was then knocked down to 
Mr. Sayward at 51 advance on tho upsot 
price.

Yesterday sevon Chineso prisoners wero 
put through the same process. Now, if 
there is ono thing in this wide world that 
a Chinaman prizos more than another it 
is his pigtail. You may kidnap his moth- 
er, his wife or his child, but do not med- 
dle with his hirsute appendage. That is 
sacred. It is a ease of "Barber, spare 
that tail; touch not a singlo hair." The 
first of the seven doomed Celestials ap- 
proached tho barber-shop with fear and 
trembling and when he beheld the kedn - 
edged scissors he draw back. A stalwart 
white convict immediately collared him 
and pushed him to tho cutting stool. John 
resisted with all his strength If he had 
been about to have his head out off in- 
stead of his tail he could not have offered 
greater resistance. By main force he was 
placed in the chair and in tho midst of a 
torrent of "no sabbeea" and "heap bad 
mans," he was shorn like a lamb and al- 
lowed to go. The six other Oolo3tials 
submitted without much demur to the 
operation; but when it was all over they 
assembled in one corner of the yard and 
held a pow-wow in their own language, 
while the white prisoners slouched about 
and chaffed them unmercifully. Tho 
seven pigtails wero carefully rolled in 
seven sheets of paper and markod on tho 
outside with tho owners' names, to be re- 
turned to thorn when tho period of liber- 
ation shall have arrived. The gaoler says 
the appearance of the Cinnamon's heads 
as the heavy rolls of hair were romovod 
justified the uso of the scissors, and that 
if blue oinmont had been applied after- 
wards it would have increased the com- 
fort of tho inmates of the institution.

The Cuiuyow Case. 

Y"esterday Mr. Edwin Johnson, S. M. , 
heard further evidence in the case of W. 
Cumyow, charged with forgery. 

Mr, E. M. Johnson, recalled, testified 
that in 1883 ho prepared a lease in the 
name of Cumyow; ho did not think the 
name of King Tyo & Co. appeared in 
that lease; never had any reason to sup- 
pose Cumyow was a party in the King 
Tye Company oxcept from what he told 
mo himself. I know of another promis 
sory note signed by Cumyow with the 
name of the linn which tho King Tye Co. 
now repudiate; I believed Cuiuyow when 
he told me ho was a partner in the con- 
cern. 

Mr. Davie referred to tho evidence of 
Mr. Johnson to show that a partnership 
was proposed between Cumyow and the 
others. Thore were several other circum- 
stances to prove Cumyow was a partner. 
He (Mr. Davie) could bring forward at 
least forty instances where Cumyow 
signed tho name of the linn of King Tyo 
& Co. It was quite clear there bad been 
no attempt to dofraud. Mr. Johnson was 
not defrauded. The King Tye Co. were 
not defrauded and, in fact, could not be 
held responsible, because a firm cannot bo 
suad fur the oeraorml dobts contracted by 
a partner in tho concern. It was clear tho 
King Tyo Co. could nevor bo held respon- 
sible, because tho firm name had not been 
signed to tho note until it was two months 
overdue, a most unusual proceeding, and 
one which was not in accordance with 
law, as it was well known that if a note 
was dishonored, and the endorser was not 
notified within twenty-four hours thereof, 
he could not be held liable for payment. 
Tho law books aro full of disputes be- 
tween partners, and what constitutes A 
partnership. In tho present caso only 
ono witness swears there is no partner- 
ship — just one person's word against 
another. Why did ho not bring forward 
other witnesses / There was abundant 
evidence, however, to provo that Cumyow 
was a partner in tho King Tye Co. lie 
haa beon perpetually using the name of 
tho company, and no objection was evor 
raised until now. 

Mr. W. F. Wood, sworn — Am in busi- 
ness here; have had dealing' with the 
firm of King Tyo it Co. at various thnus; 
dealt in every case with Cumyow, and 
when I called on the linn have been re- 
ferred to him; have takon promissory 
notes several times, which wore sigued by 
Cumyow in the namo ol the linn; tho last 
note I got from hun was signed "King Tye 
Co., per Cumyow, manager." othur notes 
wore simply signed "King Tyo Co. ;" these 
notes wore for the ordinary concerns of 
business. Have always understood Cum- 
yow had an interest in tho business. 

To Mr. E. M. Johnson — llavo received 
from Cumyow at least four or five notes 
within tho last fifteen months. 

Mr. E. M. Johnson — Do you mean to 
say if I went to you and told you. 1 was a 
partner of Mr. Diiusmuir, you would be- 
lieve mo! 

Witnoss (decidedly) — No, I would not. 
(Laughter.) I would know better. None 
of the notes signed by the King Tyo Co. 
woro dishonored; Cumyow could have 
met them himself; but it is not likely ho 
would do so aa tho goods were for the 
firm . 

To tho magistrate — The notes wore al- 
ways signed in King Tycj's office, tho last 
one I got was signed in tho presence of a 
Btout Chinaman. I only know Cumyow 
was a partner by his own statement and 
by what I heard last night. 

Mr. G. H. Burns, sworn — Am manager 
of tho bank of B. N. A.; have had a good 
deal of King Tye'e papers in our hands 
lately principally for collection; W, Cum- 
yow invariably transacted the business; I 
do not tako payments and therefore can- 
not tell who paid them. 

Mr. Geo. Gillespie, accountant Bank of 
B. C, give similar evidence and the caso 
was then adjourned until Monday Octo- 
ber 5th.

REQUIREMENTS OF FASHION" IN 
TOMBSTONES AND MONUMENTS. 



v ! 

The tow. Broad, Flat Stone More Popu- 
lar Than Ihfl Toll l'lllur — G-anito 
and Marble—Figures and 
Quaint Dovlces. 



[New York Sun.] 

"Thero Is very rarely any material 
change in what may bo called the 'fashion' 
I of tombstones and monuments, " a monu- 
ment cuttor said. "The work bet-onus 
more artistic, hut does noi materially 
alter in deaiga "Wo have still the low, 
broad, tiat stone, lending an idea of 
strength aud solidity rather than beauty, 
although many of tho stones are very 
handsome. • They are, perhaps, even 
more popular thuu the tall pillars, but 
that may bo due to tho fact that they are 
less expensive. Still, somo of the richest 
men in tho country havo placed them 
over their family grave plots. .Jay (iould 
among others, although his is unusually 
graceful for a heavy stoue. Some are 
simply large blocks of granite, or, il may 
be, marble, without anything in the shape 
of carviug to relieve their somber appear 
ance except the smooth place where the 
name is cut, or, more ordinarily, placed 
in raised letters. That is the old-style, 
and it still holds its own. 

"But another kind of flat stone is tie- 
coming popular. The ponderous appear- 
ance ia lessened by having the upper pert 
supported by graaito pillars instead of thu 
customary blocks of stone, and various 
devices in carving tend to lend grace and 
beauty to tho monument. The Hat stone 
is not usually of polished granite. In the 
very nature of the monument something 
rugged is supposed, aud if the stone were 
highly polished (and granite takes a far 
higher polish than marble!, the effect 
would be marred aud tho design incon- 
sistent. Figures of lifo are very seldom 
carved ou the Hat stones, as they would 
havo to be either very short or placed in 
a horizontal position. Tho Hat stones an: 
generally over vaults, but not uucom 
monly we nro ordered to place one of 
them over a -iuglo grave. 

"The pilla. or obelisk style of monu- 
ment ranges usually from fifteen to twuuty 
feet in height They are generally of cut, 
but not polished, granite, the only part 
polished being tho space where the name 
or inscription is carved. The old siylo 
of a heavy, broad pillar with an obelisk 
top still prevails, hut taller, more slender 
aud more artistic columns are finding 
favor. They are embellished with all 
sorts of designs, and the art of the sculp- 
tor,' as well as his patience, is often taxed 
to tho utmost to produce a statue that has 
no meaning, aud should have no exist- 
ence, except in tho brain of the wealthy 
owner of the monument. A small figure 
on the top, so high up that its features 
can hardly be distinguished, but which 
are supposed to bear some resemblance to 
those of the person whose remnius are 
entombed below, is common weakness. 

"A figure of lifo, or oven heroic size, 
however, ib often placed upon the sum- 
mit of tho pillar, and this, if well exo 
cuted, and in harmony with the structure 
it stands upon, has a tine effect, although 
it gives tho column, perhaps, too much 
the appearance of a public monument. 
But fine statuary is usually placed nearer 
to the ground, and very quaint devices 
find expression in it Greenwood am 
Woodlawn cemeteries, especially tin 
former, nre rich in curious, eccentric, am 
beautiful designs— for we can not dictate, j 
All wo can do is to follow the instructions 
given us, and if we are required to put 
upon tho pillar a lamb, a giant, a dwarf, 
or a lady in voluminous skirts, our busi- 
. nesa is to do it in the best style we can. 
. "Square- shaped and round, three-cor- 
nered and fluted, rough cut, and, ou rare 
occasions, even polished granite or mar- 
ble pillars are used. Tho broken column 
Is a very popular design. It is usually 
about eight feet high, and round. It is 
often polished to give greater effect to tho i 
rugged, irregular top, where it is sup- 
. posed to have been' broken off. For tho 
most part pillars of all kinds stand u; on j 
a square stone pedestal, but at times wo | 
are required to erect a slender column 
Straight from the ground. This has a 1 
quaint and rather pleasing effect. Flat 
i stones are often placed in position over a I 
i vault long beforo tho death of anv mem- 
ber of a family. Pillars are very rarely 
erected until somebody's remains have 
been deposited below. A pillar is usu- I 
ally intended to commemorate one per 
■on. A flat monument may cover a | 
whole family. 

"We have ceased for some time to im- 
port graveyard designs from Italy or el.-e- 
where.
